Why Plan Is Approved. 

The resolution sets forth that the 
proposed increase in the tax on corpo- 
rate profits would equal or exceed any 
tax reduction corporations would re- 
ceive by the repeal of the tax on cap- 
ital stock. \As a result, it is claimed, 
the proposed revenue law will afford 
no relief whatever to corporations anti 
is clearly discriminatory against them 
as compared with individuals whose 
tax burdens are lightened by the meas- 
ure.

tavia, Til. Johnson was 61 years old, 
formerly an inmate of an insane asy- 
lurn, and a burglar all his life. He was

‘Record as Burglar Found. 

It was soon established that John- 
son had committed hundreds of bur- 
giaries in northern Illinois. Chief of 
Detectives A. G. Wirz of Aurora, who 
had much information about the kill- 
ing of the Jeske family, went to Joliet 
on Friday to see Johnson. 

Wirz said then he was confident 
Johnson was the burglar-moron re- 
sponsible for the triple tragedy in 
Batavia. 

Johnson's method was to break the 
glass in either the front or rear door 
of some home when the family was 
away: When inside, he always tore 
the telephone from the wall first. That 
had been done at the Jeske residence. 

Johnson was informed by the at- 
tending surgeons he would die.

It is presumed that public attention 
will center on this body of men and 
their chief, who will be forced to de- 
fend themselves from attacks from 
many directions, and that before the 
storm has cleared there will be a bet- 
ter popular understanding of the work 
of the general staff and its chief, and 
whether or not it has failed. 
Maj. Gen. John L. Hines is chief of 
the general staff of the war depart- 
ment. He is the highest ranking regu- 


lar officer in the United States pees 
In reading that eéntence one feels the 
natural destructive itching to which

lt's a symptom, chronic, if latent, in 
all males, particularly if they ever 
survived a hitch in the ranks of “ this 
man’s army.”

My own symptoms urge me to take 
advantage of an opportunity that [ 
have dreamed of ifor ten years, ever 
since an army censor with the Amer- 
ican punitive expedition in Mexico blue 
penciled the daylights out of a dis- 
patch which I had written describing 
Pershing’s pursuit of the bandit, 
Villa. 

Hines a Typical Soldier. 

The censor was John L. Hines, then 
a major. In the last ten years I have 
wrangled and struggled with military 
censors of half a dozen different armies, 
but I can honestly say I have never 
known or encountered a soldier worse 
fitted by training and instinct for cen- 
soring newspaper dispatches than the 
present chief of the general staff. His 
training was that of a soldier and not 
a copy reader. 

Getting this declaration off the chest 
soothes an old sore and Maj. Gen. 
Hines and I are square with the board 
as I start this impartial explanation 
of the job now occupied by this man 
who carries at his finger tips the vital 
plane for the national defense of 
America.

It is Gen. Hines’ duty to transmit 
to the secretary of war the plans and 
recommendations prepared by the 
staff and to be the agent of the secre 
tary of war in carrying out those 
plans. 

He also is a member of the war 
council which is comprised of the sec- 
retary of War, the assistant secretary 
of war and the CoMmMANGing general 
of the army. 


Appointed by Pershing. 

Gen.: Hines is a general staff offi- 
cer, being one of those appointed by 
Gen. Pershing on what is known as 
the initial list of general staff corps 
eligibles, which were provided for in 
the national defense act of 1920. 

The officer aspiring to. general staff 
duty must first be a gr@duate of the 
basic schools conducted in his special 
branch of service. Then he must go 


to the special service schools in that. 


branch. Depending upon his record, 
capacity, and ability in these courses, 
he may be sent to the army’s general 
service school at Fort Leavenworth. 
If he graduates from the general 
service schools with the favorable rec- 
omfmmendation of the school’s academic 
board, and if this recommendation is 
furthet supported by a board of five 
general officers, the officer 
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Continuing his schooling from this 
point, he must go through the army 
war college, and upon graduation must 
obtain the recommendation of the aca- 
demic board of the army war college 
and the recommendation of a staff of 
five general officers not on the general 
staff. With these accomplishments to 
his record, his name may then be 
placed on the list of eligibles for war 
department genera! staff. 

Duty in this organization lays one 
open to the charge so often hurled at 
the general staff that it is an exclusive, 
self-perpetuating clique of log rollers, 
who keep one another in office. 

This possibility is specifically avoid- 
ed by, the laws of the general staff, 
which require that “no officer of the 
line shall remair® detailed as a member 
of the general staff corps unless he has 
served two of the next preceding six 
years in actual command of troops.” 

The most glowing refutation to the 
self-perpetuating charge is the case of 
Gen. Hines himself. In thirty-eight 
years of service in the regular army 
hig present term of duty is the first 
time that he has been on genera! staff 
duty and the first time in his entire 
career that he has been stationed in 
Washington. He has served his coun- 
try brilliantly in France, Mexico, the 
Carribeans, and on the Pacific. 

He came on the genera! staff on Dec. 
5, 1922, and on Dec. 5 of this year, 
after four years’ duty in Washington, 
he must return to duty with troops.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—(Spe 
cial.)—Obstacles continue to loom up 
in the path of farm legislation. 

The Dickinson bill, which was put 
forward as offering a compromise 
which would satisfy opposing cle 
ments, is being bombarded from sev- 
eral directions. 

Not only has President Coolidge 
failed to accept it as the panacea of 
farm ills, but business organizations 
making up the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States have commenced 
an active campaign against it. 

B. F. Yoakum. railroad financier, 
who has turned his attention in re- 
cent years to a solution of agricultural 
problems, has issued an analysis of 
the Dickinson bill in which he declares 
that “it possesses no sound economic 
principles, but if passed it would be a 
law on the statutes and serve the pur- 
pose for a long tim: in defeating farm 
legislation of a sound and permanent 
character ” 

Farm Surplus Problem. 

The administration codperative mar- 
keting bill went through the house 
with virtually no opposition during the 
last week, but a different situation will 
, exist when an attempt is made to pass 
a measure dealing with the farm sur- 
plus problem. 

Representative Haugen [Rep., Ia.], 
chairman of the house committee on 
agriculture, gave assurance to the 
house this week that his committee 
would report some kind of farm sur- 
plus bill “at the earliest possible 
date.” He was unable to be more spe- 
cific, but appeared confident that the 
committee would be able to agree upon 
something. 

There has been an impression that 
the Dickinson bill, which establishes a 
board which would declare the exist- 
ence of surpluses and arrange for their 
disposal by cobperatives, would be the 
bill favored by the house committee. 
Without administration support, how- 
ever, its prospects are none too good. 

Urge Coolidge to Stand Firm. 

The business organizations, which 
now are commencing an active cam- 
paign against the bill, are in effect 
ealling upon President Coilidge to 
stand firm for the principle which he 
has repeatedly stressed, namely; Non- 
interference with business by the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Yoakum in his/analysis 
of the Dickinson bill refers tothe Pres. 
ident’s attitude. 

“ The unfortunately reported. approv- 
al of the Dickinson bill by President 
Coolidge, if true, was forced through a 
political threat, ” says Mr. Yoakum.

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“All are familiar with the circum- 
stances leading up to Mr. Coolidge’s 
tacit approval.

Brings Farms Into Politics. 


Mr. Yoakum asserts that the Dickin- 
son bill would place farmers under the 
control of “designing politicians.” 

“In the first place, the government, 
through its federal board, takes com- 
plete charge of the farmer’s business 
without consulting or asking his per- 
mission,” Mr. Yoakum said. “ Its ef- 
fect would be to strip the farmers of 
their independence and place them in 
the hands of a combine of designing 
politicians and powerful money powers 
that have for so Many years, through 
makeshift legislation and questionable 
devices, prevented the producers and 
owners of the country’s largest and 
most important industry from con. 
trolling and managing their business. 

“The wheat exported during three 
crops of 1922-'23-'24-’25 [using round 
figures] was 636,000,000 bushels, or an 
annual average of 212,000,000 bushels. 
Corn exggrted during the same period 
was 129,000,000 bushels, or an aver- 
age of 43,000,000 bushels a year.

Mr. Ygakum fflustrates the possible 
operation of the bill in the case of a 
surplus of wheat. 

“When the federal board declares 
that there is or is liable to be a sur- 
plus of wheat, the board, on its own 
motion, establishes -am ‘operation 
period’ to begin and continue until it 
ceases, by order of the federal board,”’ 
says Mr. Yoakum. 


U. S. Takes Charge of Wheat. 


“From the’time of such an order 
»2y the federal board it becomes in ab- 
solute charge of the farmer’s wheat, 
and declares an assessment for any 
amount the federal board names to 
create a fund for the use of the board 
to defray all losses, all expenses, a!! 
storage charges, and the payment of 
all notes issued by the board or other 
indebtedness created by it. The farmer 
will also be held liable for all con- 
tracts that the federal dad enters 
into with an agency, packers, or dea)- 
ers, here or through their foreign agen- 
cies. ; 

“The Dickinson bill plainly tells the 
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farmer if he fails to pay

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Unanimous approval was given |

means of providing additional revenue 
for the disposition of corn,surpluses in 
western states.

Neb.] secured Senator 
Cummins’ assent to modify the bill to 
include tifting the ban on fruit sugars, 
which he declared, citing recent bureau 
of standard tests, can be economically

When Premier Mussolini made his 
declaration against a union of Ger- 
many and Austria, and Sig. Federzont 
began his policy of denationalization 
of the Tyrol, these three German 
groups found something on which to 
hang their resentment toward Premier 
Mussolini's policies.

HIS house, designed by Allen E., 
Erickson, 4753 Broadway, Chi- 
cago, offers, with its picturesque 
exterior and practical though un- 

usual interior, a solution to a problem 
frequently met in present day building. 

This is the problem of possessing the 
distinctive and the desirable at a price 
which is not prohibitive. 

The house is to be built in a north 
shore suburb on a 650x170 foot lot, 
valued at $5,000. 


According to budget estimates, it is 


considered wise to build a house cost- 


ing approximately four times as much 
as the lot is worth. But a $20,000 
house was larger than the family 
which is building needed. The maxi- 
mum price decided on was $10,000. 

So 10,000 is what this house will cost. 
And the fvllowing are a few of the 
methods which have been resorted to 
in order that the price might be kept 
in the neighborhood of this sum. 

Keeping the Cost Down. 

First, in the choice of materials used 
in the building of the house the fact 
has beén kept in mind from the start 
that almost everything which goes 
into a house may be had in varying 
grades, and that to have a durable, 
good looking home, with a natural in- 
creased sale value, it is not necessary 
to buy the highest priced grade on the 
market. 

Assuming that in most. instances 
there are at least three grades, the 
second one can usually be relied on to 


In this instance, with 


combines} careful economy in mind, a moderate 


, priced material has been selected wher- 
ever possible. 

Again, the basement has been ex- 
cavated only under the kitchen, din- 
ing room, and bedroom. It covers an 
area of 16x30 feet, which is sufficient 
for laundry accommodation, -heater, 
and fuel. By a ground floor heater 
the entire basement can be eliminated 
at a saving of from 10 to 15 per cent 
of the cost of the house. 


Enlargement Possible. 
Another elimination has been to leave 
unfinished part of the second floor.

The entrance tower, gracious and 
inviting, is decidedly unusual, with a 
touch of Normandy romance in its out- 
line. It has been treated with stucco 
and half-timber on the second floor, 
forming a pleasant contrast to the rest 
of the house. 

The fireplace is large, the central 
motif of the studio living room, and 
has a slate hearth, laid at random. 

The bedroom has two exposures, 
with built in window seat and outside 
corner. 

There are two generous closets, one 
opening from the entrance tower hall, 
which could be used as a hall closet. 

The kitchen has windows on two

Traffic Increases 100 Per Cent. 


There is at present one registered 
motor car to 9.6 inhabitants in the’ 
county. This ratio has been steadily 
decreasing and it has been estimated 
will further reduce to 4.6 persons per, 
car by lv3v. Assuming that this figure 
will be further reduced to 4 persons 
per car by 1950, it would give Cook 
county a registration of 3,000,000 motor | 
cars. In some states this ratig has al- | 
ready been reduced to two persons per) 
car. Therefore, a ratio of four persons | 
per car is not unreasonable. In other : 
words, it is safe to assume that regis- ' 
tration by 1950 will be eight times our 
present motor car registration. 

The curve of density of traffic has 
been found to follow closely the curve 
of motor car registration. The nurm- 
ber of registered cars then would indi- 
cate the amount of traffic that would | 
use the highways. We can therefore, 
expect the volume of traffic to increase | 
on our highways about 800 per cent by 
the year 1950. It is evident therefore 
that any highway design and con- 
struction at the present time should 

_ be so planned and built that it can be 
supplemented and enlarged from time 
to time as traffic conditions demand 
without any economic loss. 


Highway of Future. 


The highways of 1950 must provide 
fer express, local, and freight traffic. : 
The degree of development of each 
particular highway will depend upon 
its order of importance in relation to 
traffic. Highways will be divided into 
three main classes, namely: primary 
or arteria] highways; secondary or cir- 
cult connections, and feeder roads; ter- 
tlary or purely local roads. 

The widths of right of ways for the 
first two classes of highways will be a| 
mainimum of 120 feet, while for the last 
a minimum of 100 feet. These width. 
of right of way will be necessary on 
the lower classes of roads to make | 
them readily convertible into a higher | 
class when conditions warrant. 

On the primary highways by 1950 
there will be provided a surface pave- 
ment to allow for four traffic lanes in 
each direction, with an elevated struc- 
ture in the center to provide for four 
lanes of express service.

South Central Association 
Gives Program. 


BY ELMER RICH. 
[President South Central Association.] 
With public utilities planning a na- 
tional program of super power, by the 
same token cities are interesting them- 


selves in the development of super 
highways. That such development is 
as vital to Chicago as is the solution 
of the traction question, the railroad 
terminal problem and the enactment 
of an inland waterway program is ob- 
vious. 

These four enterprises are by their 
very nature related each to thg. other 
and constitute a major portion of 
1926 program of accomplishment of 
the South Central association, which 
covers the area in which is located the 
world’s foremost automobile row. 

Proven economy eof automotive 
transportation has changed the entire 
econdmic and political structure of 
American municipalities within the 
last generation. Some of the largest 
cities of the east are trying to solve 
their traffic problem by diverting auto- 
mobile through traffic around their 
cities rather than into them. This 
is not good business, and such a policy 
on the part of Chicago would be ex- 
tremely short sighted. : 

Value in Super Highway. 

Super highways, such as Indianap- 
olis boulevard and the new state high- 
way which the state plans to bring 
into Chicago through Pullman on 
Seuth Park avenue. and the St. Louis 
highway joining Western avenue, 
would ‘give Chicago immeasurable 
benefits of trade. It is, in fact, hard 
to estimate the value of adequate 
highways to a4 community.

On wide highways the 
man who drives slowly in the middle 
of the road should be subject. to regu- 
lation.”

From that 
period on, of course, as sales ran into 
the thousands, it became impossible 
to gauge the number Of cars sold as a 
result of each automobile show. It is 
estimated, however, that for years an 
increasing interest in the cars could be 
tracked back to observation and in 
quiries of show visitors, and the same 
was true in many smaller cities where 
local shows were held, following the 
national expositions. 

During the early years of shows a 
majority of people attended in much 
the manner that one might go to view 
a pageant. Curiosity in a great num- 
ber of cases was the only indua@ment. 
But, since the automobile has become 
more or leas a fixture in the life of the 
average citizen. Most visitors have a 
definite object in mind... Many of them 
have decided to buy a car of a certain 
type.

“The body on the car holds more 
interest at the show this year than 
ever before,” remarked George M. 
Graham, vice president of the Chandler 
company. “™ Perhaps for the first time 
bodies are receiving the attention they 
deserve. 

“The nineties saw no body styles. 
The big idea was to build anything 
which would run—then build some 
kind of seats around it—facing back- 
ward or sideways, or any way except 
forward.

OOL covert, kasha, wool rep,

The back of the 
dress is in one piece, and the front in 
two—all three reaching from neck to 
hem. The dress buttons the entire 
length, which will make it a joy to take 


on and off. The neck is finished with a 
convertible collar, and the sleeves may 
be made long or short—but I feel sure 
the preference will be for full length 
ones. At the sides, below the remov- 
able belt, there are inset plaits—these 
give a graceful fuliness, and make the 
dress measure at the bottom, for size 
36, with the plaits drawn out, about 


1% yards. The sleeves are in one piece 
and at the wrist are gathered and set 
into narrow bands. 

After the seams are finished and the 
inset plaits put in place, the fronts 
can be finished.

to the wrong side. Then stitch and 
press the seam open flat, first clipping 
seam edges where the line curves. 
Then sew the rever facings to the ends 
of the other collar piece—perforations 
and notches on the pattern showing 
how. Press those seams flat. Then lay 
the two right sides of the collar to- 
gether, pin, baste and stitch, going 
down the fronts of the dress. Press 
this seam open flat if you can, using 
a sleeve board. Then turn to the right 
side, basting the seam edges carefully, 
so they can be pressed. The rever 
facings extend the entire length of the 
dress, and then the fronts lap and are 
finished with buttons and buttonholes. 

Perforations on the pattern pieces. 
and directions given with the pattern 
show exactly how to put the insets in, 
and also the sleeves. If you make 
the belt of the dress material it will 
probably be better to sew the wrong 
side seam by hand; then put one end 
of a tape needle into one end, so the 
eye of the needle is showing. Sew the 
needle to one edge of the opening, and 
pushing it down through the belt it 
wil] readily turn it right side out.

One of the small checked woolens 
would be pretty for a dress made by 
pattern No. 2577. It is a slip-on dress, 
slashed down from the neck in the 
front, the edges bound and finished for 
closing. A pretty round collar fin- 
ishes the neck, and a bow of ribbon, 
matching one of the colors or shades 
in the check will finish the neck as 
prettily as anything. The dress is cut 


with short kimono sleeves, seamed on 
the shoulders, and they can be made 
full length by adding one piece sec- 
tions, gathered at the wrists into nar- 
row bands. There are patch pockets 
and at each side of the dress there 
is an inverted plait which gives the 
right swing when you walk. Several 
pretty buttons put on the seams above 
the plaits will look weil.

terials for this smart looking dress, , 


No. 2584. The lines are well suited to 
large -figures and the dress is bound 
to be becoming. Tlfe back and front 
are each cut on a fold of the material, 
and in the front a deep opening is cut. 
This is finished with facings, joined to 
a collar so that the fronts roll back 
and form revers. Then there is an 
inset shield, fastened to the right side 
of the front and fastened invisibly to 
the left of the opening with the tiniest 
snaps. A lined panel each side of the 
front is attached under patch pockets, 
and the effect is extremely pretty. 

A tie string made of the dress ma- 
terial goes around the back under the 
patch pockets on the front and ties 
in the middle front. The sleeves are 
full length and slightly flaring at the 
wrists. This dress can use two ma- 
terials or colors effectively, having the 
pockets,. vest, collar and revers and 
bottoms of sleeves of the contrasting 
color or material. At the bottom, for 
size 36, the dress measures about 1% 
yards.

, good place to observe the well 
dressed man in his evening togs. 
Hence I betook myself to the first 
night of “Ben Hur,” knowing there 
would be a happy mixture of movie 
stars and plain citizens who would 
represent .the smartest there is in 
both dinner jackets and full dress out- 
fits. I was not disappointed. There 
was plenty of sfyle to be seen. 

The dinner coats outnumbered the 
“tail coats, although there were enough 
of the latter to make it evident that 
this more formal dress is not entirely 
in the background upon occasions 
when it is fitting and proper that it 
should be worn. As the various stars 
and citizens forced their way through

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REVIEW OF HAM RECIPES. 


HOULD we be setting out to learn 
new uses of ham it might be wise 
to give our attention for a bit to 
the less usual uses that have becr 

made of this meat, such as that foi 
flavoring other meats. We could get 
many suggestions for experiment along 
this line from the old cookery books. 
We might find that one of the most 
interesting of all the ways of using 
ham, both the cooked and uncooked, 
has been that where what it would con 
tribute of flavor was the main con- 
sideration. 

The Italians use ham eternally for 
seasoning little cutlets of meat, for 
seasoning sauces, and for making those 
little combinations which are used to 
make rice and macaroni and inex- 
pensive meats attractive and savory. 
The mixture they call a “ battuto,” 
and make go so far as a seasoner, 
often contains but one ounce of raw 
ham, some parsiey, and other herbs, 
all chopped fine and spread exceed- 
ingly thin on thinner cuts of veal than 
we ever see. One of these mixtures 
made for flavoring their “risotto” [9 
rice dish] we may transiate as fol 
lows: Cut a little raw ham, fat and 
lean, into small pieces. Chop up fice 
a small piece of onion, and put ft into 
the frying pan with one-half a tab.¢ 
spoon of butter. Stew slowly until 
the ham and onions are golden. 

Notice this use of butter. It Is al- 
ways best to use it when we fry slices 
of raw bam, and it is best to have those 
slices thin, because if fried too much 
they get hard. The fire cannot be as 
hot for the frying in butter, for it 
will burn, as in other fats and so the 
ham, more gently cooked, will not 
harden. 

But in reviewing ham recipes of 
American origin those for boiling 
whole hams lead all the rest, and al! 
the old ones begin with the direction 
to soak the ham for twelve hours or 
more. Those who cure hams for our 
use today, the big packing houses, ad- 
vise us not to soak the ham, and they 
have given much attention to the bus.- 
ness of teaching the public how to 
cook their product. Some, or one of 
them, has the ham wrapped in a pa 
per, and advise the baking of it without 
removing this. Some vneople do. 


On Boiling Hams. 

As in the case of all boiled meats, 
the ham must be gently simmered and 
really not boiled at all, but slowly 
cooked, so as not to get h.rdened, par- 
ticularly as the curing has done that 
to a certain extent. Some of the most 
famous cures of old made the ham so 
hard that only an expert cook could 
get it soft. Many seasonings are also 
used, but having the meat immaculate- 
ly clean counts most in perfecting its 
flavor—and it is served with many dif- 
ferent sauces and gravies, those of 
fruits such as pireapple and raisins 
being in high favor today 

The recipe given by Victor Hirtzler, 
famous chef in San Francisco, for 
* boiled ham a la Leonard” is interest- 
ing because of its phraseology and also 
because of the directions. It is: “ Soak 
a smoked ham in cold water for twelve 
hours, after having cut off the handle 
bones and shurtening the hip bone. Set 
on the fire and bring to the boiling 
point gradually; then drain off the wa- 
ter and replace wit: water of tepid 
\ armth. 

“ add four or five carrots, two bay 
leaves, a small bunch of thyme, sage, 
and basil, and a bunch of celery tops, 
all tied in a bunch. Season with 
mace, cloves, and pepper berries; let 
it come to bubbling heat, and then set 
on back of stove, where it may simmer 
at an even temperature. 

“When done, allowing about a quar- 
ter of an hour for each pound of meat, 
peel and serve with a sauce made of 
some clear soup stock, Madeira sauce, 
three spoonfuls of molasses, and a 
spoonful of French mustard. The ham 
should be basted frequently while cook- 
in ea 

Which direction would seem to indi- 
cate that after the peeling of the ham, 
instead of its being served next, it was 
baked with the sauce, gfnce we cannot 
baste something which: is in water. 

Preparing Ham for Boiling. 

Mr. Hirtzler’s recipe is exceptional] in 
that he mentions the cutting off of the 
bones, which in many cases need to be 
removed, because they have deterio- 
rated or are dirty. If these bones are 
not cut off the exposed ends should be 
scraped thoroughly. And it is a good 
plan to cut off what he calls the “ han- 
die bone,"’ because in some cases it has 
been too much handled. The hole 
where a string has been needs to be 
cut off, because it ts both tarry and 
dirty, and if left on will flavor the 
meat as it cooks, particularly if it has 
grown gray and rancid around that 
hole. 

The whole ham needs to be scraped

Now the smoky eurfaces and the ink 
mark may be cut off. ‘f cut off earlier 
any dirt that is being removed will 
affect the freshly cut surfaces to some 
extent, and to remove any dirt flavor, 
particularly stale dirt flavor, should be 
the great aim of any one preparing a 
ham for the pot. 


Seasonings for Boiled Ham. 


A high grade ham which has been | 


made immaculately clean, and which 
is to be used for several! different sorts 
of dishes and combinations, may per- 
haps best be boiled in an unseasoned 
water. If it is then peeled and has 
sugar and oioves and mustard spread 
over ft, and is baked in the oven, it 
gets wel: seasoned and what to some 
people may man “seasoned to the 
king's taste.” But if less than a whole 
ham is cooked, it is particularly worth 
while to add seasonings to the cooking 
water. These seasonings make the fat 
of the ham so savory that every bit of 
it may be used for sandwich fillings, 
and no one will think of rejecting it, 
although much ram fat served in and 
out of sandwiches is rejected and 
wasted. It is also excellent with hot 
baked sweet potato. 

Almost any seasonings to taste may 
be used, always supposing that there 
is some onion and some celery whether 
there are any herbs or not, but parsley 
is practically always procurable. A 
sour apple, some preserved ginger, and 
even a few prunes give the meat of 
a boiled hock of ham exceptional qual- 
ity, although, of course, it is not the 
cut we should choose for the highest 
grade service. 

Time for Boiling. 

Three hours and a half is not too 
long to boil or simmer an eight pound 
ham, but when the skin peels off read. 
ily it is done. 


Oven Finishing of Ham. 

Instead of covering the peeled ham 
with sugar and pricking it with cloves, 
which is conventional, it may be cov- 
ered with bread crumbs, or some 
chopped almonds may be spread over 
the fat of the ham, and then basting 
and rebasting a sirup over it as it bakes 
for half an hour or so will give a fine 
effect. A bright and shining glaze may 
thus be secured, and if the sirup hap- 
pens to be a pink one the effect is espe- 
cially suitable, Of course, these sirups 
take the place of the wine and sugar 
used often in the past. 

And what is ‘inally in the pan may 
be used for a sauce. The sirup may 
be diluted with a little of the highly 
seasoned water in which the ham was 
boiled. This sirup may be put over 
the ham as it goes into the oven, then 
after ten minutes pour or baste over 
it an equal amount of the ham liquid. 
Ten minutes later baste with the ¢om- 
bined liquids and then once again. 
Finally strain the liquid in the pan, 
and use it for a sauce with the hot 


ham. 
Cottage Ham 


The smal! pieces of boneless smoked 
pork sometimes called cottage ham, 
and sometimes pork butts, and again 
“sweetmeats,” and the Dixie squares 
or whatever the current name for such 
small pieces of pork may be, though 
weighing no more than a pound or 
two, when boiled with the vegetable 
seasonings mentioned make nice 
lengthwise slices of boiled meat to 
serve variously. In addition to any 
preferred spices and the vegetables 
a little brown sugar may be added to 
the water. 


Frizzling Cooked Ham 


The way to make the cooked ham 
of the shops more palatable than we 
usually find that meat to be is ¢o 
frizzle it in a little butter. Home 
cooked ham that has dried up a bit 
can be freshened in the same way. For 
sandwiches the ham heated up and 
browned a bit on its edges, with the 
butter seasoning it, is about ten times 
more palatable then cold ham is for 
this purpose, and the fat in particular 
is made far more edible. 

Seasonings like a-bit of home-made 
curry powder may be used with the fat 
in the pan to make the fat of the ham 
more delicious or somewhat “devilled.” 
Another way to season the ham and 
its fat is to melt up in a pan a table 
spoon of either plain or highly sea- 
soned mayonnaise, put the ham into 
it and heat it up gently. Another way 
is to combine butter and currant jelly 
and heat up the ham in that. Ham 
treated in any of these ways should 
never be hard as even thin slices of 
raw ham fried often are. 

And besides this, various combina- 
tions which go acceptably with the 
ham and in a sandwich may be made. 
For instance, slice and gently sauté 
in the pan in which the ham is to be 
heated up, or frizzled, some green 
sweet peppers, or slices of tomato. 
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MODEL ROOMS. 


HERE is a prominent eastern 
decorator who, four times each 
year, completely redecorates and 
refurnishes a set of model 

rooms. Twice they are done with mod- 
erate priced things, and twice in more 
elaborate style. They have just been 
finished in moderate priced furnish- 
ings, and it is interesting to note the 
lovely results. 

Separating the living and dining 
rooms is an attractive entrance hall. 
Woodwork and wainscoting are paint- 
ed old ivory. The wallpaper of foliage 
design is in tones of gray and pinkish 
tan on an ivory ground. Opposite the 
entrance door is a console table with 
a decorative mirror above. In one cor- 
ner is a Cogswell chair, upholstered in 
bronze colored mohair, with a junior 
floor lamp beside it.

sandwich or may be served with fried 


eggs. 
Ham, Butter and Sandwiches. 

Any good cold boiled ham chopped 
fine and mixed with an equal quantity 
of butter is an excellent preparation to 
keep for a sandwich filling, and tn a 
covered glass in a cool place it does 
keep well. In no way does a little 
cooked ham go so far. High season- 
ings may be mixed with it in making 
sandwiches, although no dietitian would 
recommend them. Sliced ham stiffens 
and darkens after a little while, but 
fixed up in this way we can save it for 
acceptable uses. 

A sandwich filled with plain minced 
ham and but little butter may be 
dipped in slightly beaten egg, and 
fried slowly in butter until] heated 
through, and becomes an agreeable hot 
snack. When the ham is minced and 
seasoned the whole is agreeably blend- 
ed by the heat and so is more appe 
tizing than a cold sandwich with the 
same filling.

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Accessories by 
Thousands Aid 
Life of Autoist 


Of the thousands who will visit the 
National Automobile show this week, 


the great majority will be surprised 
at many of the radically new offerings 
and clever improvements in the acces 
sory section of the exposition. In the 
opinion of experts, including big. dis- 
tributors and “automotive engineers, 
the accessories for 1926 present many 
more. interesting features than al 
usually the case. 


Changes in Mirrors. 


Of the making of new accessories 
there seems no end, and while there 
will be a profusion of new things ex- 
hibited, it is important to bear in mind 
that practically without exception 
these devices have not been brought 
out merely for the sake of displaying | 
It is because they 
definitely fill the demand which has re- 
sulted from a desire for more certain, 
more economical, and safer motoring 
under varied conditions. 

Take rear-view mirrors, for exam- 
ple... It might appear that some in- 
genuity would be required to bring out 
an entirely new type, and one might 
think that the new types were un- 
necessary, anyway.

Maker Sees Best Year 


Trade Has Known. 


BY RUSSELL E. GARDNER JR. 
(President Gardner Motor Company.)

tory; certainly every well informed ex- 
ecutive in the automotive industry ex- 
pects to see a new high mark set for 
the production and sale of automobiles. 
In fact, many car builders have al- 
ready begun a program of expansion 
in manufacturing facilities in order 
to proceed with production at a great- 
ly accelerated pace. 

Ford alone has already spent $365.,- 
000,000 for new buildings and new ma- 
chinery, and announces that he ex- 
pects to invest a similar sum before 
ee 


for additional manufacturing facfi- 
ties. The expansion program planned 
by the industry as a whole calls for 
the investment of more than $100,000,- 
000 for additional manufacturing space 
and new equipment. A large portion 
of this sum already has been spent, 
or is now being spent. 


Prepare for Spring Rush. 
Plans for capacity operation 


It is pretty generally agreed now throughout the winter have already 


been announced by at least ten leading 
manufacturers, and this activity is al- 
ready having a stabilizing influence on 
the steel markets. The reason for this 
continued winter production is, of 
course, the early spring rush which is 
almost universally anticipated. 

One noticeable feature of the mant- 
facturing programs of the majority of 
makers is the proportion of open and 
closed cars on production schedules. 
The growing popularity of the closed 
car is expected to continue until closed 
models constitute from 75 to 80 per 
cent of all passenger cars produced. 

Our experience indicates the great 


production did not exceed 25 per cent 
of the entire output, the pendulum has 


swung around the other way. In 1925, 
85 per cent of our production was on 
closed models, and we expect this ratio 
to' be maintained during the coming 
year. ; 

Used Car Problem Being Solved. 


Another encouraging sign is the in- 
creased attention manufactprers are 
giving to the used car situation. 
Some practical plans to take cure of 
the used cars which must uswally be 
taken in trade on the sale of a new 
model, are now being worked out. 

But there are other factors which 
are vitally essential to the continued 
progress: of the industry. I mean the 
rémoval of the present federal excise 
taxes, and expansion of America’s 
highway program. There has. been 
some indications.that the insistent de- 
mand for the removal Of the excise tax 
on automobiles has begun to make it- 
self felt, and hopes are held.out that 
this extra levy will be eliminated be. 
fore the end of the current year, 


-

Probably the greatest error in road 
building during the last ten years 
has been in making roads too narrow 
to handle the ever increasing traffic. 
Narrow roads have been one of the 
big contributing factors in swelling the 
list of traffic deaths and mishaps. It 
is estimated that they have cost mil- 
lions of dollars through delays of 
necessary business transportation, and 
have caused further loss due to the 
necessity of rebuilding into wider 
thoroughfares before the surface had 
been worn out. 

Example of the Error. 

An example of the error of road 
planners is to be found in the heart of 
the automobile industry in the 17 
mile strip of Woodward avenue con- 
necting Detroit with Pontiac, Mich. 
Hardly ten years agd a concrete road 
connecting these two cities was opened 
to the public. This road varied from 
14 to 18 feet in width. By 1920 it 
proved inadequate to handle the vol-

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Progress in Auto 
Industry Shown in 


Wheel Building 


In speaking of some of his experi- 
ences which date back to the founding 
of the industry, C. B. Hayes of. the 
Hayes Wheel company has some inter- 
esting comments. 


“Of course,” he said, “the progress 
of all civilization dates from the time 
some ingenuous individual found that 
instead of putting skids under an ob- 
ject to move it, that possibly a log or 
something round would make it move 
easier. This thing can be t clear 
back to the building of the pyramids 
and we can see the various’steps in 
the evolution of the wheel quite defi- 
nitely paralleling the evolution of civ- 
ilization itself.

Training the Chorus. 

With so much historical and statistical matter put by, 
Mr. Gest led me into a side room, where Mr. Nilson was hard 
at work with a chorus, training it in some of the plain chants 
of the score. Getting results, he was, too, carrying the singers 
along on his own enthusiasm, cutting them to pieces with 
sarcastic comments when things went wrong, praising them 
when they did well, doing everything with a smile that took 
them out of themselves. 


. “ This isn’t his job,” said Mr. Gest. “ All this is supposed 
to be done for him. But no one on earth can keep him out 
of it.’’ 


Here is Mr. Gest’s own comment on the score: . 


“Tt is not incidental music in the usual theatric sense. 
It is as much part and marrow of the spectacle, as indispen- 
sable, as excitive and persuasive as is the light pouring down 
through the immense rose windews from on high or as the 
sheen of court costumes, the glint of revolutionary scythes, 
the mystery of the Madonna that‘unfolds so tranquilly before 
the eyes: It is’ music that vivifies, intensifies, thrusts the 
bewilderment of mobs up to physical and emotional sweep. 
“Take it apart from the action and the music would 
rarely mean a quarter of what it means in conjunction with 
this enormity of text and-action.

The historian of the Apollo Musical club tells of Chicago's 
three misical octogenarians. They are Charles C. Curtiss, 
manager of the BP pe Arts building; Warren C. Coffin, former 
singing teacher of the Moody Bible institute and now retired; 
and Philo. A. Otis, treasurer of the Chicago Symphony orches- 
tra and composer of many anthems. They are the only sur- 
viving charter members of the Apollo Musical club. 


Mr. Curtiss was not a singing member, 
but was the first secretary of the organization and a faithful | 
promoter of its interests. 

The club began shortly after the fire of 1871. It was at 
first a thale chorus with a membership of 33 and with a two- 
fold aim: musical development and social diversion. 

“Tn 1874,” explains Mr. Curtiss, “ we inaugurated a new 
idea by filing the lower floor of the concert hall with tabies 
where refreshments could be served. Intermissions were 
lengthened so that calls from table to table could be made. 
At the end of the concert the floor was cleared for dancing.” 


,Ag interest In the club.developed its membership in- 
creased. Silas G. Pratt, A. W. Dohn, and William L, Tomlins 
were its early conductors. During Mr. Tomlins’ term in 1876. 
a change of policy was made and the club became a mixed 
chorus. 

Quite a bit, of local musi story has at one time and 
another been made by the Apollo Musical club. It was on the 
stage 6f the Auditorium on Dec. 9, 1889, when that great 
opera heuse was dedicated. Adelina Patti was soloist and 
Benjamin Harrison, then President of the United States, was 
the guest of honor. The club sang a cantata composed for 
the occasion by Frederick Grant Gleason, and also excerpts 
from “ The Creation” and “The Messiah.” For a number of 
years after that date all Apollo club concerts were given at 
the Auditorium, with such soloists as Nordica, Myron Whit- 
ney, Emma Juch, Christine Nilsson, Max Heinrich, and 
George Hénschel. The club likewise took a prominent part in 
the world's fair concerts of 1893 and the Omaha exposition of 


1898.

Orchestra Fears Téscanini. 

It is rather too.bad that Arturo Toscanini will not show 
himself here this season, if only because. one of the most 
illuminating musical anecdotes of the year is connected with 
his appearance in New York. The Brooklyn Hagle tells how 
the Philharmonic orchestra grew panicky before his first 
rehearsal with it. The terrifying Toscanini has been a subject 
of tales these many years. There are accounts of his white- 
hot temper, stories of what a martinet, what an implacable 
drilimaster he can be, how epithets from his tongue cause 
singers and players to wither away into complete ruin. 

So the fearful Philharmonic appointed a delegate to wait 
upon Mr. Toscatini and tell him they were nervous. Mr. 
Toscanini: smiled. “Tell them,” he said, “that I am never 
satisfied with what I do myself. Sometimes they will have to 
share my dissatisfaction.” 

They add that from that time the orchestra found him 

completely simple, courteous, and lucid in explanation, and up 

to date there has been a unanimous verdict that he got results.
